RUSSIAN SUCCESSES 


Reuter says: ‘‘ Red Army troops 
are consolidating the positions they 
captured in their recent advance on 
the Voronezh front. Fighting is in 
progress only in some sectors. ‘T'wo 
German attacks on a Soviet bridge- 
head on the western bank of the Don 
have been defeated with heavy losses. 
Soviet dive-bombers and _ fighters 
destroyed 65 tanks and 360 trucks, 
and killed about 1,000 officers and 
men in a single day. Soviet airmen 
are also making incessant attacks on 
German bridgeheads in the Don 
basin, inflicting heavy losses on 
tanks and infantry.’’ 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
MOSCOW, Sunday.—The Soviet 


midnight communiqué says :—‘‘Dur- 
ing August 2 our troops fought 
fierce engagements with the enemy 
in the areas of Kletskaya, Tsimlyans- 
kaya, Kushchevskaya and Salsk. No 
material changes took place on other 
sectors of the front. 

“ During the week ending August 
1, 286 enemy aircraft were de- 
stroyed in air combat, in enemy aero- 
dromes and by our A.A. artillery. 
Our losses during the same period 
were 201 aircraft. 

““In the areas of Kuschevskaya 
and Salsk our troops fought bitter 
engagements with the attacking 
enemy.- In the area of Kuschevskaya 
one of our units, supported by all 
kinds of troops, inflicted heavy 
losses on the Germans. AA single 
unit of this force, in three days of 
defensive fighting, wiped out 1,800 
Germans and destroyed five tanks 18 
guns, 25 mortars and much other 
war material. 

“During August 1 units of our 
Air Force in various sectors of the 
front destroyed or damaged 38 
German tanks, 500 lorries, carrying 
troops and war material; 40 wagons, 
carrying ammunition; wrecked two 
railway trains, sank an enemy trans- 
port of 6,000 tons, and dispersed and 
partly annihilated four battalions of 
enemy infantry.’’—(Reuter. ) 


AIR PATROLS IN EGYPT 


LONDON, Sunday.—The Middle 
East joint war communiqué states: 
“Our patrol activities continued 
vesterday in all sectors. Otherwise 
there is nothing to report from our 
land forces.

GERMAN CITIES 
NORWICH BOMBED 


RITISH bombers were over 

Germany again in daylight 
on Saturday. Dusseldorf city 
was still blazing after a heavy 
raid by the Royal Air Force the 
night before. At the same time 
daylight bombers and fighters 
made offensive sweeps across the 
Channel. 

Targets at three German cities— 
Hanover, the naval base of Wil- 
helmshaven, and Frankfurt—were 
attacked by bombers, flying singly, 
as bomb-carrying Hurricanes were 
attacking trains in Northern France 
and Bostons were bombing ship- 
building yards and the docks at 
Flushing. One of the bombers attack- 
ing Germany and two Bostons were 
lost. Two of the crew of one Boston 
were rescued from the sea. In the 
sweep by Hurricanes two goods 
trains at Mirville Station (north-east 
of Le Havre), a factory, a ware- 
house and the rail track were 
bombed. During the day two Ger- 
man fighters were shot down—one off 
the Dutch coast and the other off the 
south ‘coast of England. 

The attack on Dusseldorf cn 
Friday night by a large force of 
bombers was the most concentrated 
bombardment ever in aerial war- 
fare, says the Press Association 
During fifty minutes a huge load of 
high explosive bombs rained down, 
including over 150 of the 4,000 
pounders—nearly two tons each—and 
hundreds of thousands of incendi- 
aries. Scores of aircraft were cver 
the city, and fires broke out in most 
parts of the town. Four German 
fighters were shot down. From the 
night’s operations, including bomber 
and fighter attacks on airfields aud 
railway targets in the Low Countries 
and: Northern Trance, 30 British 
bombers and one fighter are missing. 


REPRISALS WARNING 


“Terrible reprisals” are threatened 
by the Germans for the latest British 
raids on Germany, said a Berlin 
spokesman on the Paris Radio. 
says a Reuter telegram. ‘‘ So far the 
British have systematically covered 
up the effects of the German reprisal 
raids, but they know that text 
month the incursions of German 
bombers over Britain will become 
more numerous from day to day The 
results of the R.A.F. attacks are as 
ineffective from the military point of 
view as they have been on German 
civilian moral.”’ 

Norwich was the target selected 
by the Luftwaffe for a short raid 
early on Sunday. Casualties were 
small and the damage was not 
heavy. Two persons were killed, 
Press Association says: While the 
number of high explosives was 
small, there were many hundreds of 
incendiaries, and these accounted 
for most of the damage and 
casualties. 


LESS BACON 
MERCHANTS “SOLD OUT” 


The majority of the Dublin pro- 
vision merchants were sold out of 
bacon at mid-day on Saturday, and, 
in the evening, while some retailers 
had rashers available and sold them 


““from under the counter,’ others 
‘‘rationed’’ their customers with 
4-lb. quantities 

It is understood that the bacon 


shortage may become more acute. 
Stocks at the factories are exhausted ; 
killings have reached a low record 
for Eire—viz., 3,047 last week. An 
improvement may, however, be ex- 
pected about the middle of next 


month. 


BRISK CHANNEL FIGHT 
TWO E-BOATS DESTROYED 


A British Admiralty communiqué 
last night stated :—‘‘ A spirited and 
highly successful action toox place 
in the English Channel on Saturday 
night between German forces and a 
patrol of our light coastal craft 
under the command of Lieutenant- 
Commander R. P. Hichens, which 
resulted in the destruction of two 
E-boats and damage to other enemy 
units. 


‘Our patrol was carrying out a. 


sweep close off Cherbourg, when it 
made contact with a force of four 
German E-boats shortly after mid- 
night. These were at once en- 
gaged. Two of them burst into 
flames and burnt from stem to 
stern, and the other two were 
damaged. Two (German torpedo 
boats of about 600 tons then came 
on the scene. 

““Our patrol scored hits on both 
these torpedo boats and, then dis- 
engaged and lay off and watched an 
action which developed between the 
German torpedo hoats and E-boats. 
To add to the confusion the Ger- 
man shore batteries opéned fire on 
their own forces. All our boats 
have returned to base undamaged 
There were only two slight’ casual. 
ties.’’—(Press Association.)

OVERDUE” 


LORD STRABOLGI'S 
WARNING 


66 BRITAIN'S great counter- 
stroke is already at least a 
month overdue,” Lord Strabolg 
told a meeting at Warrington, 
Lancs., last night, adding that 
only one thing could damp the 
popular clamour for the opening 
of a second front to relieve their 
Russian ally—invasion of the 
continent with all they had got. 
In another month it might be too 
late. 
Herr Hitler, said Lord Strabolgi, 
was banking on the over-caution and 
exaggerated prudence of the Allied 
High Command to give him the 
time to cripple the Red Army and 
Air Force and then switch his 
forces to the west. Germany’s con- 
quests had already taken the sting 
out of the British naval blockade. 
Bombing raids on German cities 
would not win the war. It would 
only be won by fighting. 


MOSCOW’S CALL 
MOSCOW, Sunday.—The call in 


Britain and America for the im- 
mediate opening of a second front 
was referred tu by the Soviet Press 
to-day for the first time since the 
signing of the Anglo-Soviet ‘Treaty. 
The papers contained two long de- 
spatches from London and New 
York giving reports of speeches 
and demonstrations. 

An _anti-Fascist' meeting in 
Moscow to-day approved a reso- 
lution stating: oF béo there is 
no second front in Europe, the 
Germans can transfer their divisions 
from France, Belgium and Holland 
to the Soviet south. Sportsmen of 
Britain and the United States, for 
fourteen months now the Soviet 
Union has fought the Germans and 
their allies alone. This is not the 
time for waiting. We are deter- 
mined to do all that is in 6ur ‘power 
and even that which is above all 
human power. You, too, must 
strike at Germany, not only from 
the air. Your tanks, artillery and 
infantry must be flung at the 
Germans.”’ 


TO MEET INVASION 


VICHY, Sunday. — Anti-invasion 
exercises have been taking place 
along Norway’s west coast, and par- 
ticularly in the area of Kristian- 
sund and south-west of Trondheim, 
a Stockholm despatch reported to- 


day. 

WASHINGTON, Sunday.—‘ No 
new front can be undertaken unless we 
can sustain the army there with all 
its essentials,’’ said Senator McNary, 
Republican leader, in the Senate, 
and Senator Lee said that 
the Allies must be prepared for a 
possibly darker phase. If the 
Caucasus oil fields should fall to the 
Axis it would be necessary to have 
flying tankers to keep Allied 
motorised equipment operating, he 


said.—(A.P.) 

Mr. Edgar Granveille, M.P., 
speaking at Havant, Portsmouth, 
said : ‘‘ We shall move for a secret 
session in Parliament at the next 
series of sittings to discuss the posi- 
tion in Russia. No one desires 
military information. Sir Stafford 
Cripps says that the Government has 
military intentions in carrying out 
its pledges to Russia. Do Stalin and 


the Russian Government know of 
these intentions since Molotov’s 
visit? If so, why the recent appeal 


in America by Litvinov? The whole 
country is anxivus, puzzled and 
perturbed.

The Moscow correspondent of The

public, and recently with increasing 
anxiety. There is no doubt that the 
tide of disappointment and suspicion 
1s rising rapidly, especially in an 
army on whose nerves the Germans 
are trying to play by dropping 
millions of small leaflets bearing only 
the words: “And the Second 
Front ?”’ 


BRITONS IN U.S.A. 
ASKED TO SERVE AT HOME 


British men and women in the 
United States are being asked by 
the British Government to return 
and help the war effort, says Reuter. 

An appeal released in Washington 
yesterday said there was a ‘‘ serious 
shortage of man power in Britain.” 
Free passage home would be pro- 
vided at the Government's expense. 

According to the 1941 register of 
aliens, there are 291.451 Britons in 
the U.S.A.; 44,902 Canadians; 
158,202 - Eire. citizens, and 420,765 
from Northern Ireland. If British 
men and women have taken out 
their first papers for U.S. citizen- 
ship, they are eligible for military 
or civihan employment in the 
United Kingdom. Britons drafted 
for military service in the . U.S. 
forces may elect to serve in British 
armed forces, South Africa may 
take similar action.

MANAGERIAL SYSTEM

R. COSGRAVE, speaking at 

Cork on Saturday, said that 
they were now less than three 
weeks before the date of the Local 
Government elections, after an un- 
usually long period during which 
elections had not been held. It 
was unfortunate that such a delay 
in seeking popular opinion was 
allowed to occur. 

The new bodies which these elec- 
tions were being held to provide 
started on their administration under 
a new system by reason of the County 
Management Act. The country was 
still a long way from getting the 
ideal system of local government. 
This extension of the managerial 
system might not be even an 
approach to the best form of adminis- 
trative control, but it was: the law. 

This was not, he said, the time to 
condemn the new departure—at least 
it must get a fair trial. Under the 
new Local Government code the 
initiative remained with the elected 
representatives, and that was the 
really important function in any 
body which had to seek popular 
election. The manager may be the 
machine, but the direction of acti- 
vity lay with the representative body. 


BURDEN OF RATES 


" After referring to the fact that the 
new Councils would continue to 
control the “ purse,” Mr. Cosgrave 
emphasised the importance of keeping 
rates down Internally employment 
and the creation of wealth in Eire, 
he said, depended in the main on 
agriculture, and they were, and 
would probably remain, almost 
entirely dependent on agriculture for 
their exports. If they could not 
provide agricultural produce for sale 
abroad they would be unable to 
import raw materials for their indus- 
tries and many other things regarded 
as necessities of life. High taxation 
and local rates pressed heavily upon 
the farmers, who were their primary 
producers. 

High rates especially increased the 
costs of production, and struck at 
the roots of their economic well-being. 
Surely the last word had not been 
said in efficiency and economy in 
local and national services. These 
must be paid for out of the pockets 
of the people, and unless the “pursc ' 
is capable of this they might end up 
with no services at all. The major 
responsibility in avoiding a danger 
of this kind fell upon the new 
Councils. 


ABOLISHED BODIES 


‘‘ Unfortunately,” he said, “ for 
no reason which appears sufficiently 
convincing, there are a few areas in 
which no election is being permitted 
to take place. In an emergency— 
when much co-operation is asked for 
by the Government and generally 
given—it “could reasonably 
expected that the Government would 
extend its confidence to the local 
electors. The abolition of a local 
body may be regarded as a stigma 
upon the members or upon some of 
them, but why in such a case should 
the electors be regarded as unfit to 
elect a new body ?
